Market From Area 
Around South Bay 


The summer harvest of dry corn 
is now under way inthe -South 
Bay-Okeelanta-Bean City area. 

The Everglades -Produce Co. 
headed by Frank Anderson sev- 
eral years ago converted one pack- 
ing shed to handle dry corn, in- 
stalling drier, sheller and elevator 


and such other equipment that is 
necessary to, take care of the dry 
corn crop. 

The corn is gathered in the field 
either by hand labor or by me- 
chanical corn pickers depending on 
the size of the field and the equip- 
ment of the grower. . 
~ Owing to the fact that the muc 
is often soft from the summer 
rains at time of harvest a specail 
wagon with wide wheels was de- 
veloped to bring the corn out of 
the field. It is drawn in the field 
by a caterpillar type tractòr. 

The corn, largely the Big Joe 
type developed at the Everglades 
Experiment Station especially for 
the Lake Okeechobee Everglades 
is taken to the packing house 
where it is dried, shelled and load- 
ed by elevator into freight cars. 

Most of the corn is going out in 
bulk, 1,000 bushels of shelled corn 
to the car. Some, .however, is being 
sacked and sold, according ‘to R. L. 
Arnold, plant manager. 

The corn harvest started ear'y 
in July and is now moving to mar- 
ket at the rate of one car per 
day from the South Bay station. 

The corn is billed to Tampa 
where it is either sold for cattle 
feed or made into scratch feed for 
poultry. The Everglades dry corn, 
therefore is largely going to fatten 
Florida cattle and poultry products 
for market. e 

This summer harvest of dry corn 
is doing much to make the Lake 
Okeechobee Everglades a year 
around production area for tne 
local growers and brings in a cash 
crop at the season which was in 
years past completely nonproduct- 
ive to the south Florida farmers.
